Science does a lot of wonderful things. Most are vigor­ 
ously applauded but many minor achievements go unnoticed. 
From California comes news of a discovery that com­ 
mands attention because it has taken 
a long-time enemy 
and made a useful citizen of him 111 an ex tremely short time. 
The citizen, once a scourge of marine life and now a 
ducer 1 1 1 his own right, is the shark. 
Sharks consume hundreds of pounds of the more de­ 
sirable fish during their lives, y et are not particularly delect­ 
able themselves. 
I ntil recently they have been useful chief­ 
ly for fertilizer. 
Now, however, more than 100 tons of sharks are sold 
every day in San Francisco for the production of shark liver 
oil. which has a high content of Vitamin A, valuable in the 
poultry industry , 
kishermen receive from $20 to $40 a ton for the sharks, 
depending upon the variety and size of the fish 
Least val­ 
uable is the small dog variety . Special licenses are issued for 
the shark fisherman and the new industry is booming along 
in great shape. 
Now that the shark has become a useful citizen with 
the aid and assistance of science, the scientist's nex t task is 
to study the habits and the way of life to insure the newcom­ 
er against ex tinction.

H 
ANDSOME, 
genial 
Franklin 
Pierce first tasted the thrill o f 
po litics as a rising yo ung lawyer 
o f 25, serving in the New* Hamp­ 
shire legislature. 
By 1832 he had 
beco me speaker o f that bo dy, and 
the fo llo wing year he entered the 
United States Ho use o f Represen­ 
tatives. 
So , he assumed, his po litical ca­ 
reer was cast. 
A friend o f Presi­ 
dent Jackso n, he suppo rted ad­ 
ministratio n measures, and in 1837 
he stepped up to the Senate. 
But 
there his disillusio nment began. 
Fo r, o nce in the upper ho use, 
Pierce, beinR its yo ungest mem ­ 
ber, fo und 
himself sadly o ver­ 
shado wed by a galax y o f o lder 
and wiser heads, such as Bento n 
and Clay and Webster, 
Befo re 
lo ng Pierce saw he co uld make no 
great headway, and resigned his 
seat to return to the practice o f 
law at Co nco rd, N 
H., where he 
became federal district atto rney. 
In 1845 he was o ffered the no m­ 
inatio n fo r go verno r o f his state, 
also an appo intment to fill an un- 
ex pired term in the U. S. Senate, 
and the nex t year the po sitio n o f 
atto rney general in Po lk's cabinet 
But he rejected them all. 
Pierce 
was determined to stay o ut o f po li­ 
tics. 
Yet six years later the turn o f 
events fo und him drafted as a 
"dark ho rse" candidate fo r the 
presidency 
o n 
the 
Demo cratic 
ticket and he was swept into o f­ 
fice. He is sho wn here o n a stamp 
o f the new U. S. regular series,

The spray is an emulsion of oil, 
mix ed with colchicine, which has 
been a standard 
medical remedy 
for gout for nearly 2,000 y ears. 
One y ear 
ago Dr. 
A lbert 
F. 
Blakeslee, of the Carnegie Insti­ 
tution of W ashington’s station for 
ex perimental 
evolution 
a t 
Cold 
Springs Harbor, New York, 
an­ 
nounced to the academy discovery 
that 
colchicine 
would 
cause 
strange changes 
in 
plants. 
It 
doubled 
their 
chromosomes, and 
the substances 
th at govern he­ 
redity . 
Since then the oil spray has been 
developed ns a means of apply ing 
the colchicine. Dr. Blakeslee, with 
E. W. Sir.nott and H. E Warrnke. 
reported today the first practical 
results, obtained on more than 40 
species of plants.
